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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: S 
Claim 1 is allowed over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
discloses or suggests a liquid crystal display device comprising black matrix as a light 
shield member that is formed on the second substrate (color filter substrate), the black 
matrix extending in the one direction at each of the pixels and formed so as to be 
opposed to side portions located on both sides of the reflective portion and the 
transmissive portion, wherein a width of portions of the black matrix that are opposed to 
the side portions located on both sides of the transmissive portion being greater than a 
width of portions of the black matrix that are opposed to the side portions located on 
both sides of the reflective portion. Claims 2-4 are also allowed since they depend on 
the allowed claim 1 . 

Ozawa et al disclose a black matrix as a light shield member that is formed on 
the second substrate (color filter substrate) facing the boundary regions between the 
reflective portion and the transmissive portion. However, Ozawa et al are silent about 
the features "the black matrix extending in the one direction at each of the pixels and 
formed so as to be opposed to side portions located on both sides of the reflective 
portion and the transmissive portion, wherein a width of portions of the black matrix that 
are opposed to the side portions located on both sides of the transmissive portion being 
greater than a width of portions of the black matrix that are opposed to the side portions 
located on both sides of the reflective portion". 
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Baek et al disclose a black matrix as a light shield member that is formed on the 
second substrate (color filter substrate) facing the boundary regions between the 
reflective portion and the transmissive portion. However, Baek et al are silent about the 
features "me black matrix extending in the one direction at each of the pixels and 
formed so as to be opposed to side portions located on both sides of the reflective 
portion and the transmissive portion, wherein a width of portions of the black matrix that 
are opposed to the side portions located on both sides of the transmissive portion being 
greater than a width of portions of the black matrix that are opposed to the side portions 
located on both sides of the reflective portion".
